PROTESTS, WERE IN VAIN. 


Witnesses Tell of Remarkable 
Favors to Edwin Zimmer; 
Accused Jurist Ayoids 
the Session. 


Standing between the court and petitioners, 


thrifty Edwin J. Zimmer, minute clerk in 


Judge Arthur H. Chetlain’s court, openly so- 
lictted business as a.“ professiona] receiver.” 
An indignant protest was made to Judge 
Chetlain by an attorney who objected to the 


practice. Afterward the judge continued to | 


appoint Zimmer as receiver in numerous 
cases, 

These facts were brought out yesterday 
afternoon at the resumption ofthe hearing of 
Judge Chetlain'’s case before the judiciary 
committee of the Chicago Bar association in 
the federal building. It was the first session 
of the committee since last July. 

Judge Chetlaln continued to absent himself, | 
More than that, his counsel, at the conclusion 
of the day’s testimony, stated that the judge

Charles E. Phelps, a young attorney from 
Princeton, III., formerly in the office of Henry

Wait News with Dread, 

News from Havana is awaited with dread. 
Nearly 6,000 American soldiers and marines 
are encamped ‘only a few miles outside the 
capital and much anxiety is felt for their 
safety. 

In the harbor at Havana are a number of 
American warships, including the battleships 
Indiana and Texas and the cruisers Prairie, 
Nashville, and Brooklyn. Even if the ships 
have escaped injury the fury of the hurricane 
doubtless. has prevented any of them from 
carrying the news to Key West. 


Key West Cut Of. 

Even if a warship had started for Key West 
with reports of the disaster, the news could 
not be sent from that point, as there is grave 
reason for fearing that Key West has felt 
the full effects of the storm. 

Key West has been entirely cut off since 
10 o’clock yesterday morning. Even wireiess 
telegraph signals cannot be exchanged, 


Miami, Fla., in Ruins 

The hurricane struck the coast of Florida 
edriy yesterday morning. It is known that 
Miami, Fla., is practically in ruins. A mes- 
sage from Fort Pierce, Fla., says that fully 
100 buildings were blown down in Miami and 
that the city is in a demoralized condition. 
The handsome churches of the Episcopal and 
Methodist denominations were both blown 
down. The concrete jail was leaning with 
danger of turning over and the prisoners had 
to be removed. The car sheds are down and 
the top was blown off the Peninsula and 
Occidental steamer sheds. A two-story brick 
building, occupied. as a saloon, completely 


collapsed.

The care with which Mr. Hearst has avold- 
ed any attack on the president has not passed 
unnoticed at the White house. Some of 
those who are close to Mr. Roosevelt believe 
that by thie course Hearst is seeking to create 
the impression that Hearst and Roosevelt 
stand for the same policies, and there is con- 
siderable irritation over that thought. The 
idea that President Roosevelt indorses the 
preachings of Hearst or that their reform 
programs are the same is extremely dis- 
tasteful to those who stand close to the 
president and know his views on Hearst and 
Hearstism. 

Whether it will be regarded as advisable 
for the president to write a letter to Hughes 
or anybody else repudiating what Hearst 
stands for, defining how widely apart their 
views are on the subject of reform, cannot 
at this time be stated, but it can be said 
with marked emphasis the president would 
not for a moment tolerate any open attempt 
to make the people of New York believe that 
Hearst and Roosevelt stand upon common 
ground in the reform views which they hold. 


Hearst a Peril in Roosevelt’s View. 


The president, it is understood, maintains 
certain policies which he advocated were 
made necessary to counteract the dangerous 
doctrines preached by Hearst. Although re- 
garded as radical, and not denying it, Mr. 
Roosevelt is represented as insisting that the 
attempt on Hearstie part to engender class 
hatred forced him (the president) to suggest 
that means of putting a stop to the danger 
that lies in the propaganda of Hearst and 
his Heutenants.

Mr. Murphy’s statement caused co erna- 
tion in the ranks of the Hearst supporters. As 
soon ae District Attorney Jerome heard ‘of 
it he issued a subpcena for Murphy to go be- 
fore the grand jury and tell what he knows 
about the alleged demand. for money. 

Former Congressman Shober, who is up 
again for reéiection, also has been subpoenaed 
in connection with the matter. He is one of 
the allies of Hearst. He said today that while 
he had never heard of any demands on the 
part of the Independence league candidates 
for meney for withdrawals, he did know 
of a case where a Tammany man had offered 
the league candidate money if he would with-

The whole affair has kicked up no end of 
excitement in both political camps, and it 
may lead to some important revelations 
about political crookedness in New York. 

When Murphy was asked to give the names 
or state the amounts offered he declineds 
He repeated the money was demanded by 
representatives of the Independence league 
for withdrawal of their candidates in vari- 
ous districts.

“Mr. Murphy's insinuation, so far as it 
relates to me, is groundless. It is a malicious 
falsehood. I did not, directly or indirectly, 
solicit the nomination on the Independence 
Jeague ticket. The indorsement came to me 
without a bargain or pledge.” 

Max F. Ihmsen, Hearst’ s right hand man, 
also denied the statement of Murphy. and 
for a time the Gilsey house headquarters 
was in a state of intense excitement. 


Hearst Calls Charge a Roorback. 

Ogdensburg, N. Y., Oct. 18.—(Special. )— 
William R. Hearst gave out a staiement here 
tonight replying to Tammany Leader Mur- 
phy’s charge concerning the Independenc 
league candidates. 

„About as much weight should be given 
this statement of Murphy’s,” Hearst said, 
“as would be given to a similar statement 
by Woodruff. I imagine Murphy's vague 

charge is a campaign roorback. If he has 
any evidence to sustain such a charge it is 
nis duty to offer it, and for American citizens 
to administer a stinging rebuke at the polls 
to the guilty parties. But if he has no such 
evidence the statement should react upon 
its author.

Damage at St. Augustine. 

At St. Augustine the tide was the highest 
in ten years, and streets along the bay front 
were inundated. 

At 8 o'clock this evening every wire south 
of Jacksonville failed. The Jacksonville 
weather office reported that the barometer 
stood at 29.68, indicating the approach of a 


heavy storm far away. The storm seemed 


to be centering off the east coast and to be 
drifting seaward. None of the gulf points 
mentioned the storm. Rain is falling along 
the coast as far north as Baltimore. 

Late this evening a messdge was sent to 
Hayti and from thence to Santiago in the 
eastern extremity of Cuba. Santiagoreplied, 
however, that all land wires to Havana were 
down. 

Storm Lost in Atlantic. 
After rasping the Florida coast the hurri- 
cane swerved eastward and went out so far 
on the Atlantic that it has passed beyond the 
range of the weather bureau. 

It is feared that the disasters of the great 
hurricane of Sept. 27, which continued until 
Oct. 1, will be repeated. During that storm 
fifty coasting schooners were reported 
wrecked. , 

Apprehension is felt for the steamers that 
nave sailed for Cuba. The Morro Castle and 
the Cuban steamer Yumuri left New York 
two days ago for the island. 

In this city and vicinity the precursors of 
the hurricane, which, it is predicted, will mark 
the breaking up of summer, are abnormally 
higb tides at Coney Island and along the 
shore of the Hudson river in Manhattan, @ 
fresh breeze all Wednesday night, today, and 


tonight, and rain. 


Tide Invades New Tork. 

The northeaster which has been blowing 
here for two days has driven in the water in 
the Hudson until it rolled over Thirteenth 
avenue yesterday a foot deep. Never before 
in the memory of ferrymen did the water 
come 80 high. Hudson river experts say this 
is the highest tide in thirty years, 

Coney had one of the highest tides ever 
seen on the island. It pounded the great 
bulkhead at the foot of Ocean parkway and 
waves rolled over it with a boom and inun- 
dated the roadways, the bicycle paths, the 
tracks of the Brighton Beach railroad, and 
the grounds of the Hotel Riccadonne. 


Gale Swerves Out to Sea. 

Washington, D. C., Oct, 18.—The tropica! 
hurricane which swept over Cuba, breaking 
cable communication and passing on the 
southern and eastern coast of Florida early 
today, cutting off communication south of 
Jacksonville, and flooding various places in 
ite course, is tonight apparently safely away 
from land and heading toward the Bermuda 
islands and the ocean beyond. 

The storm swept with terrific force, but its 
path was hardly more than seventy miles in 
width. It raged last night in Havana, level- 
ing the inland wires in that. neighborhood 

and passing over the west end of Cuba. 


Blows Seventy-two Miles an Hour. 

Its. vortex cros¢ed Sand Key and Key 
West with winds blowing at least seventy- 
two miles an hour, tipped the east coast 
of the peninsula, and swept on northeast- 
ward over the ocean. 

The weather bureau tonight announced 
that the storm evidently has passed north- 
eastward through the Florida straits and is 


now over the Atlantic some distance east of 


the Georgia coast. l

CONFERS WITH PRESIDENT AS TO 
CONDITIONS IN ISLAND. 


Fiseal Agent to Negotiate Settlement 
‘of Obligations as Result of E- 
penditures on Account of American 
Army and Navy—Situation at Pan- 
ama ‘AAso Considered—Governor and 
Minister to Represent the United 
States Will Be Appointed. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—President 
Roosevelt had a long conference today with 
Secretary Taft and Assistant Secretary 
Bacon, who made a full report of all that 
occurred on the island since the United 
States government intervened to restore 
order. 

The condition of affairs in the island and 
the views of the officials as to the future 
were taken up with a view to a thorough un- 
derstanding of the situation by the president. 
The financial feature of the intervention also 
Was talked of and the question of the ap- 
pointment of a fiscal agent for th United 
States in the island discussed. It is ex- 
pected that some responsible banking insti- 
tution will be selected for this purpose. 


Panama Matters Dischssed. 


Panama matters also were discussed. Ht 


has been decided to appoint a.governor as 
well as an American minister for Panama, al- 
though the president is not yet ready to make 
public the names of the persons selected. 

Secretary Taft will not accompany the 
president to the isthmus. The present ex- 
pectation is that the president will be un- 
accompanied by any member of his cabinet 
or other high official. When Secretary Taft 
resumed his duties at the war department 
after his conference with the president he 
found a great accumulation of matters re- 
quiring his attention. The first business, 
however, was to give the necessary orders to 
carry into effect the plans he had formed 
relative to Cuba, which had received the ap- 
proval of the president. 


Wants Gen. Bell to Return. 


Secretary Taft said he was anxious to have 
Gen. Bell return to Washington as soon as 
possible, as he was much needed here in con- 
nection with important business of the gen- 
eral staff. 

The report that Gen. 
succéed in command of the American forces 
in Cuba was erroneous, according to Secre- 
tary Taft, as the command was too large for 
a junior among the brigadier generals. The 
secretary preserved his usual attitude when 
the question of the length of time of the 
American stay in Cuba was brought up, and 
said it was not possible now to make any 
prediction. /

After adjournment of the meeting the mayor, 
who was hurrying away to attend a wedding 
breakfast, said: 

The advisory board is dissolved. There 
will be no more meetings. We have parted 
on the best of terms.“

would make. None of the members of the 
advisory board would comment in any man- 
ner upon the dissolution by the mayor of 
their body. All referred questioners to the 
mayor.

The latter thanked Lord Beresford in the 
name of the French government. 


Sixteen Men in Sunken Tomb. i 
ee strobe was attached to the sunk- 
en vessel parted during the night.

Indeed, the prevailing impression 
there is that the crew probably were imme- 
diately killed or rendered unconscious by the 
accident, the cause of which, however, is 
still a mystery, though theories on the sub- 
ject are numerous. 


DREADNOUGHT GLAD SURPRISE. 


Giant British Battleship Fires Entire 
» Broadside of Heavy Guns at Once 
Without Injury to Hull. 


PORTSMOUTH, England, Oct. 18.—The 
British battleship Dreadnought carried out 
its gun trials in the open sea today with the 
most satisfactory results. Officers of -the 
highest rank and experience in ordmance 
matters were present. After the tests of the 
lighter guns had been concluded the Dread- 
nought fired its ten and twelve inch guns, 
first singly, then in pairs, and finally all eight 
of them, composing ite broadside, simul- 
taneously. .Each gun was loaded with the 
full service charge of 265 pounds of cordite 
and an 850 pound projectile. The vessel 
stood the strain of the enormous broadside 
splendidly. There wae not the slightest dis- 
turbance to its structure, and only slight 
damage to the lighter fittings of ite super- 
structure.

Efforts of Commissioner. to Compel 
the Construction of Two Stairways 
on Each Floor Haited by Amend- 
ment to the Code—Gleason, Official’s 
Assistant, Ousted for Accepting a 
$5 _Bribe—Lawyers Fight Comer- 
ford’s Hotel Ordinance, 


Commissioner Peter Bartzen was brought 
to a full stop yesterday in his campaign of 
hampering the construction of Marshall 
Field and Co.’s new store. The council com- 
mittee on buildings recommended the amend- 
ment of the code to provide that one stair- 
way: to the floor is sufficient in buildings of | 

Field type. Bartzen was to com; 
pel the construction of two stairways... 

The .subcommittee, consisting of Ald. 
Reese, Dixon, and Burns, reported that the 
new addition to the Field store, with only 
one stairway to the floor, would be safer than 
many fireproof buildings. Building Inspec- 
tor Kelling suggested that the amendment 
be made to apply only to Rrepreot buildings. 
and this was done. 

The amendment was then recommended 
for adoption by. a vote of 5 to 3, Ald. Reese. 
Dougherty, Dixon, Smith, and McCormick 
voting in the affirmative and Ald. Burns, 
Hahne, and Riley voting in the negative. 

The amendment provides that in fireproof 
department stores one stairway will be suffi- 
cient to each floor wherever there are open- 
ings through firewalls into othef buildings. 

Building Inspector Ousted. 

Building Inspector James T. Gleason was 
ordered discharged by the civil service com- 
mission for accepting a bribe of $5 from 
Cornelius Williams, a contractor. Williams 
testified that Gleason had stopped some work 
on a building at 183 Farragut street and had 
afterward allowed it to proceed when the 
contractor handed him $5. This was denied 
by Gleason. 

Gleason was accused also of neglect of duty 
and he admitted to the commission that the 
“little buildings only needed a superficial in- 
spection.“ 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Perry L. Hedrick 
inspected the Deering works of the Inter- 
national Harvester company at 16 Fullerton 
avenue, and reported that inadequate toilet 
facilities: were found and the belting around 
the machinery is not guarded properly. The 
workrooms were found. clean and well 
ventilated. 

The board of education was ordered to make 
sanitary improvements at the La Salle school, 
Eugenie and Hammond streets. 


Licensing of Hotels Opposed. 

Police Attorney Comerford’ s ordinance for 
the purpose of driving immoral hotels out 
of business was opposed by Attorneys Adam

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CRIPPLED SWITCHTENDERS EX- 
PLAIN THEIR DEMANDS. 


Union Member Ie Forced to Aba 
don Plans for Home and the Edu- 
eation of His Children by Injuries 
Which Reduced Income to $50 
a Month—Charter Obtained from 
National Federation by Chicago 
Employes of Big, Railroads. 


There are 981 e switchtenders in 
Chicago, some with but one arm or leg, some 
with their hands cut off, and some with their 
entire bodies maimed and twisted, who have 
pitted themselves against the twenty-six 
railway corporations having yards in the city. 
They demand higher wages and shorter 
hours. 

Their ranks are filled with men who have 
been injured in other branches of railway 
work, ‘chiefly switchmen, When they are 
injured they are given work as switchtenders 
or gatemen, the former work paying $56 a 
month and the latter $30. They have been 
granted a charter by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and by the International 
Switchmen’s union, and will ask that they 
be paid the wages which would be given 
able bodied men. 

The condition of many of the men is made 
more distressing by the fact that before their 
injuries, with greater earning capacity, they 
incurred obligations which now it is almost 
‘impossible for them to meet. 

ward Griffith, a switchtender, lost his 
left leg a year ago. At that time he was 
earning $125 per month. He was paying for 
a house at the rate of $45 per month. Four 
of his five children were in school, and when 
he was injured he had no money saved. He 
now is earning $50 per month. The payments 
on the house have been stopped and the chil- 
dren have been taken from school. 

„When we.are crippled in the service of 
the road it owes us a living equal to that 
which could be earned by an able bodied 
man,” he said. They would have to pay 
from $70 to $80 per month if we didn't do it, 

“We are not asking for sympathy and 
will not make our requests in the hope of 
appealing to any one in any other way than 
that in which labor unions usually try to 
carry out their purposes, To give a man 
work at which he can make a living is the 
least the road can do.“ 

Between 500 and 600 members of the new 
union are married and two-thirds of these 
have children. Nearly all received a higher 
wage in their previous employment. 

At a meeting held last evening at Koch's.

Fugitive Permitted to Escape. 


L. B. McArthur, prosecuting attorney from 
Ingham county, Mich., rélated how Judge 
Chetlain had continued in 1004 a criminal 
Case against Warner, a fugitive from 
Michigan justice, so many times that he had 
given up the prosecution in Gieguat. Then 
the judge let Warner go. Warner claimed to 
sell a patent post. He got a notefor $125 from 
the complainant farmer but failed, it is 
charged, to deliver as much asa post hole. 

“ We caught him in Harvey, said Mr. 
Me arthur, and Gov. Yates issued extradi- 
tion papers. Warner's attorney asked for 
his release on habeas corpus on July 9, 1904. 
Judge Chetlain continued the case untff July

Delays Facilitate Escape. 

Judge Chetlain said he wes satisfied that 
Warner ought: te go back to Michigan, but 
wanted a little time to go into some of the 
legal propositions. He said he would give 
his decision in a week. Then the case went 
over until Sept. 24, Oct. 1, Oct. 8, and on 
Oct. 12 I was informed by the sheriff's office 
that Judge Chetlain had simply set the case 
to, ‘some other time.“ That's the last I 
ever heard of it. The. governor's warrant 
expired by limitation after six months,

He has 
shown complete grasp of the subject, and 
in a few years has built up ome of the 
largest and most powerful and successful 
railroad systems in the United States. His 
management has been as intelligent as it 


has been honest. 


The IIIinois Central rallroad was char- 
tered in 1851 and opened for business 
Sept. 27, 1856, with 705.5 miles of road, 
extending from Chicago to Cairo and from 
Centralia to Dubuque. Now it controls 
5,584 miles, a large portion of which is 
extending south to New | 
Orleans, west to Omaha and Sioux Falls, 
north to Madison and Albert Lea, with 
through trains to St. Paul and Minneapo- 


lis, east to Louisville and Nashville. Much 


more than half of this has been added 


during Mr. Fish’s administration of af- 
faire. 


In the nine years from 1895-96 to 
1904-05 the earnings of the road increased 
from $22,000,000 (in round numbers) to 
$49,000,000, the net earnings from $10,- 
000, 000 to $17,000,000, and the surplus 
over payment of all fixed charges from 
$3,000,000 to $9,000,000. The public also 
gained. Although the earnings per train 
mile on freight carried increased during 
the same period more than 50 per cént; the 
rate was diminished more than 12 per 
cent. The IIlIinois Central railroad has 
played a prominent part in the develop- 
ment of the Mississippi valley, and it 
never was in a more flourishing condition 
than under the present management. 

The interest of the stockholders is. 
plainly on the side of continuing Mr. Fish 
in the presideney. The. public is .al- . 
most equally interested in watching 
the progress of the road as a separate 
system. The state lms a peculiar rela- 
tion to the road growing out of certain 
provisions of the charter. The prosperity 
of the road means less money to be raised 
by taxation, since the state receives a per- 
centage of the road’s earnings. Every 
one in the state would profit by the con- 
tinuance of the able management of Mr. 
Fish. 


LIFE MORE THAN PROPERTY. 


It is astonishing that any man should 
place on a common level the demand of 
the Niagara falls mgnufacturers for wa- 
ter for power purposes and that of Chi- 
cago for water for the preservation of the 
lives of its citizens. Manufacturing should 
be encouraged and commerce should be 
promoted, but if these great interests 
clash with the public health it deserves 
first consideration. It has a prior lien on 
water as it has on other gifts of nature. 
Life is more sacred than property. It has 
vested rights which canmot be denied. 

The right of Chicago to use the waters 
of Lake Michigan for sanitary purposes 
ought to be unquestioned, even if, which 
ie by no ‘means proved or admitted, the 
level of the lower lakes should be lowered. 
If in time that should be the case, a dam 
above Niagara falls will restore the level. 
That is a project which was discussed 
years ago, when the lakes were phenom- 
enally low, although the drainage channel 
was not in operation. It is feas'tble and 
unobjectionable. ; 

Forty years ago Chicago deepened the 
old Illinois and Michigan canal in order 
that the waters of the lake might flow to 
the Mississippi, carrying with them a 
portion of the sewage of the city. Then it 
was that Chicago first adopted the 
method of sewage disposal which resulted 
many years later in the construction of 
the great drainage channel. There were 
no protests from Canada or any other 
quarter when the city: began using the 
waters of Lake Michigan to carry off 
sewage and give the people pure water. 
It is too late in the day to make objection 
now, 

It is too late after $50,000,000 has been 
spent on the drainage channel for Cana- 
dians to say that Chicago should discard 
its method of sewage disposal and adopt 
that of Paris, Berlin, or some other 
European city. Other methods were con- 
sidered and rejected because impracticable 
before the drainage canal project was 
agreed upon, 

The facts laid before the members of 
the international waterways. commission 
and ‘the arguments addressed to them are 
believed to have had some effect. There 
is less inclination to insist on the criminal

It would be difficult to say which 
of them suffered the more at first. The 
one saw the south, which she looked on 
as her country, subjugated and its social 
system overthrown, She saw her hus- 
band, to whom she was devoted, in prison, 
and she feared that he might go from the 
prison to the scaffold. The threat, “ We'll 
hang Jeff Davis on a sour apple tree,” 
began to have a deadly significance. . 

Eugenie had made her escape, and, 
while her husband was a captive, his life 
was in no danger. On therother hand, 
the empress had enjoyed many yeare of 
brilliant imperial power. She had a son, 
and she hoped to see him succeed his 
father. If, as has been asserted, she was 
largely responsible for the war Which 
drove her into exile, she had much with 
which to reproach herself. 

Mrs, Davis was a president’s wife for 
only a few troubled years, full of alterna- 
tions of hope and despondency. She 
spent them in a city which, muell of the 
time, was practically besiemed. She did 
not lose so much as the empress did, nor 
did she have the bitter reflection that her 
advice or counsel had harmed the con- 
federacy. Perhaps Mr. Davis 
have got along more smoothly in some 
respects if he had taken her advice oft- 
ener. She was the more taettul of the 
two. 

After the release of Mr. Davis and his 
return to Mississippi, Mrs. Davis un- 
doubtedly had a happier life than the 
empress. Her husband, to whom she 
was tenderly attached, survived the war 
several years. Eugenie soon became & 
widew, and then childless, desolate, and 
hopeless. Few Frenchmen have for her 
the sentimental affection which most 
southerners had, or* assumed they had, 
for Mrs. Davis. The confederacy was no 
more, but Mrs. Davis had the pleasing 
feeling that she lived in the hearts of the 
confederates. She finally came to live 
among the Yankees and became recon- 
ciled to them. The closing years of her 
life were happy ones. There can be no 
happy moments for Bugénie. 


THE COUNTY JUDGE. 

No Chicago judge occupies a more try- 
ing and delicate position than he who 
presides over the County court. This is 
not because the purely legal work which 
devolves upon him is. more difficult or 


important than that which false to the lot 


of other judges, although there is more 
than enough to keep him busy all the 
time, and the cases which come before 
him are of a nature whose proper: adju- 
dication demands judicial ability of no 
mean order. The judge of the County 
court has an exceptional position, In that 
he has onerous political duties to dis- 
charge. He appoints and controls the 
action of the members of the election 
board. If he were to administer his office 
in a partisan spirit he could affect the re- 
sult of local elections in favor of his 
party and gain the quiet approval and 
support of its less scrupulous leaders. 

What the public demande of a man 
filling this peculiar position is that he 
shall keep an even balance between all 
the parties, and thus win their respect 
and confidence. This is a difficult task. 
One judge years ago proved unequal to 
it. Judge Carter was not. He proved 
that it is possible to discharge the polit- 
ical functions of the court without incur- 
ring even the suspicion of partisanship. 

A man.equally unbiased and impartial 
should be elected as his successor. The 
candidates for the office are all men of 
good standing in the community and at 
the bar. Each of them is competent to 
deal. with the special assessment cases 
and other routine business of the County 
court. Probably whoever among them 
shall be elected will prove to be a fair 
administrator of the political functions 
of his office and will refuse to be either 
actively or passively a partisan. 

There may be party men who do not 
think it safe to take chances in a matter 
of so much importance. Then Tue 
TRIBUNE will not urge them to take any. 
A person who believes that the office will 
be safer in the hands of a judge nomi- 
nated by his own party will do well to 
vote for him rather than for the candi- 
date of any other party. The situation 
is different from what it would be if the 
duties of the judge of the County court 
were as purely nonpolitical as those of a 
Municipal court judge.

The present king of Italy and his govern- 
ment adopted an identically similar course 
with the enormous collection of papers and 
diaries of Sig. Crispi, who was for so many 
years the prime minister, and it was not until 


trusted agents of the king, and everything 
calculated to embarrass the reigning family, 
the government, and friendly powers had 
been eliminated, that what was left was re- 
stored to his widowed daughter. The former 
had been pacified by a generous pension. 
But the daughter, Princess Linguaglossa. 
was loud and vigorous in her protests. She 
had deen her father’s devoted companion 
and trusted confidante, and had been bent on 
clearing his memory by the publication of his 
papers, which would have, so she declared, 

demonstrated the mendacity and the ingrati- 
tude of his traducers. The action of the king 
prevented her from accomplishing this labor 
of love. 

The late Prince Bismarck was in dread 
throughout the latter years of his life of the 
confiscation of his papers, and caused all the 
originals to be taken out of the country 
by his son, Prince Herbert, who deposited 
them in the Bank of England Having fre- 
quently himself ordered the confiscation of 
the papers of government officials who had 
ceased to please, the old chancellor dreaded 
a similar fate. And in spite of the bitterness 
of the Bismarck family toward the kaiser, a 
sense of loyalty to the crown and of the at. 
ness of things has caused its members to re- 
frain from.publishing the third volume of his 
memoirs, which deal with the present kaiser’s 
reign and with his own dismissal from the 
chancellorship. 

When Emperor Frederick died it was dis- 
covered that his voluminous diaries, as well 
as many of his confidential papers, had been 
sent out of the country just before his demise. 
Queen Victoria found them at Ae e and, 
after a consultation with her daughter, Em- 
press Frederick, caused the cases in which 
they were contained to be returned unopened 
to her grandson, the kaiser, at Berlin, to be 
deposited in the family archives of the house 
of ars. where they belong. 

— 

It was the late Queen Victoria, too, who 
prevented the publication of the. voluminous 
papers, correspondence, and diaries of her 
i favorite premier, Lord Beaconsfield, much 
to the relief of his political colleagues and 
adversaries, and it is understood that the 
entire collection is now in the royal archives 
at Windsor castle. But the queen was unable 
to prevent the frightfully indiscreet publica- 
tion-in Germany, by the late Duke Ernest of 
Saxe-Coburg, of his Reminiscences, con- 
taining a quantity of most confidential letters 
addressed by her husband, the prince consort, 
during the twenty years that elapsed be- 
tween his marriage and his death, to the duke, 
who was his only brother. 

— 

King Edward, the kaiser, and several other 
monarchs have adopted, in self-protection, a 
sort of rule that members of their household 
and courts should invariably appoint col- 
leagues to take charge, as executors in case of 
their death, of the disposal of their papers 
and property, with the object of preventing 
anything calculated’ to compromise or dis- 
tress the reigning family from going into 
bad hands. But it was obviously impossible 
to apply any such rule to the late Prince 
Clovis Hohenlohe. In the first place, he did 
not die in Prussia, but at his grand old place 
in Bavaria—that is to say, beyond the reach 
of the kaiser’s authority, such as would have 
been required for the seizure of his papers. 
Then, too, he was much too grand a person- 
age in point of rank to admit of such action. 
Member of a médiatized or formerly reigning 
house, which mates with royalty on a footing 


to the sovereign families of Prussia, Austria, 
England, and many of the smaller German 
states that the nickname of Uncle Chlod- 
wig was something more than a mere sobri- 
quet. When prime minister of Bavaria, be- 
fore becoming chancellor of the empire, he 
on more than ofie occasion silenced displays 
of arrogance on the part of the late King 
Louis by exclaiming: “‘ Have the goodness 
to remember, ‘what you are, I am, too.“ 
meaning that the Hohenlohes were quite as 
ancient and illustrious a house as that of 
Wittelsbach.

Finally, it is certain that neither the kaiser 
nor any one else for the matter of that ever 
dreamt that Prince Clovis Hohenlohe was 
keeping a diary, or that a man who was 80 
much of a grand seigneur would show himself 
so small and undignified as to consign to writ- 
ing a lengthy description of how President 
'Grévy picked his teeth during a conversa- 
tion which they had together. 

That Alexander Hohenlohe, who was his 
father’s constant companion, devoted secre- 
tary, and confidant, should have lent him- 
self to tne publication of diaries and letters 
which show up the old prince in so unpleas- 
ant and undignified a light is one of the 
most extraordinary and in hensible 
features of the sensational scandal caused 
by the appearance in print of these revela- 
tions. One might almost be tempted to believe 
that he had been prompted in the matter by a 
desire to make money. For with all their 
fine qualities the Hohenlohes have always 
been renowned for a fondness for money, 
und likewise for a certain closeness in part- 
ing with it. Thus when Prince Clovis Hohen- 
lohe was ambassador at Paris his household 
was conducted on stately Unes, yet in an ex- 
tremely economical manner. His eldest son, 
Prince Philip, married, for the sake of money, 
Chariclee Ypsilanti, daughter of that 
Prince Ypsilanti who while Greek envoy 
to Austria got into such a terrible scrape at 
Vienna, and whose wife, mother, therefore, of 
Princess Philip Hohenlohe, was the daughter 
of that’ wicked old contractor and financier, 
Baron Sina, who had started in life as a 
village money lender. Prince Philip received 
a large share of the Sina millions on the occa- 
sion of his marriage, which was universally 
denounced at the time at Vienna as a mesalli- 
ance, prompted only by gain.

The 
mountains with their covering of snow or of 
green seem actually present, and after some 
seven or eight great peaks have been ascend- 
ed the spectator feels batk' and feet growing 
weary as though he himself had been doing 
the climbing.
